EDITORIAL COMMENT 


LEGITIMATE MINING 


T T is not many years since, that the only basis 
* 
of commercial values was real 
estate, 


though now any legitime enterprise, such as rail- 
road bonds, steamship, electric propositions ami 
so on along the line, almost without limit, even 
the most ultra-conservative business man is now 
ready to consider any kind of an investment, and 
he no longer stands in fear of taking part in com- 
mercial pursuits for fear of injuring his credit. 
In the past almost any enterprise was looked up- 
on \\ith grave suspicion as though it was some- 
thing unreal and visionary and yet today all arc 
ready to consider any naturally meritorious in- 
vestment which is presented for consideration, 
even though it be not directly in line with one's 
own business affairs and this is equally true of 
mining. The most important role that publiem 
has played m the development of the mining in- 
dustry, and its advancement to a position second 
to none of the great creative industries of the 
world, is beyond conception, and with every step 
in this advance the press has always exerted its 
best efforts; new inventions have been discussed, 
even discovery of importance has been given the 
greater publicity; the mining journals of the 
world have ever stood for legitimate methods 
only in mining operations, and public attention 
has been directed to the immeasurable jw^ibil- 
ities that can be created In large mining propo- 
sitions, and every safeguard has been thrown out 
against the dishonesty of unscrupulous men. Of 
all the wealth that has been created, that which 
comes from the mines is the most free from taint. 
It does not require the advance in price of some 
commodity necessary to the happiness and well 
being of mankind and the legitimate re&u'lt work- 
ed no hardship whatever either upon the public at 
large or the individual. No man is poorer be- 
cause of it, and all share in the great benefits that 
come with its production. In the distribution of 
wealth the Creator made the bosom of the earth 
the storehouse for treasures incalculable. 


For the year ending June 3Oth sixty-nine 


American mines and works situated in eleven 
different states and territories declared dividends 
to the amount of 825.558,255. By far the great- 
er part was disbursed hn properties which ha\e 
already returned nearly all and in some cases 
more thant an amount equal to their authorised 
capitalisation. 
Due consideration must also be 


gi\en to the fact fhat these figures represent the 
net dividend- which have actually been reported 
to the compiler and pertain only to public cor- 
porations, and to this should proper!\ be added 


the proms of the close corporations, individual 
operators, direct and indirect, and the companies 
not heard from. 


A really good mine will sometimes pay well 


under mismanagement and extravagance, yet this 
is seldom the case, and however good a mine may 
be, it cannot be made a success without sufficient 
funds for its development and operation. 


As a matter of fact it is claimed by the com- 


mercial agencies that not to exceed twenty per 
cent of those engaged in the ordinary mercantile 
pursuits are successful and certainly more than 
twenty per cent of those engaged in mining have 
been more than successful. 


It cannot be denied that many, indeed verv 


many, of tho elegant business structures, even in 
the extreme eastern cities, are either the direct or 
indirect result of mining operations 
Their own- 


ers were interested in mining to a greater or less 
extent, and in this connection it may be noted as 
a fact that mining is now being conducted on a 
gigantic scale, the same as other commercial en- 
terprises, and there seems to be a disposition to 
combine vast holdings into one combination and 
under one management with the confidence that 
this combination will result naturally in enormous 
returns which fully warrant the investment of 
the vast sums reqi ired to operate on so extensive 
a scale 


\Vith the masses the idea prevails that real 


wealth is represented in the product of the soil, 
of the loom or manufacturies, little knowing that 
the measure of all these is what they will bring 
in dollars and cents and they fail to realize that 
the foutain head of real and actual wealth is the 
mines from wnich come the precious metals that 
rule the world absolutely, and hence man's skill, 
ingenuity and indomitable energy and pluck have 
been specially directed to wrestifig gold from the 
vaults of mother earth. 


And the immense amounts which have been 


made in mining propositions \\ithm a few years, 
in fact fabulous fortunes, besides the fact of the 
enormous general production of gold has in no 
slight degree stimulated these efforts. 


It is especial} gratifying to note that active ex- 


ploitation is nut only being advanced in new min- 
ing ventures, but the old producers of years gone 
by seem to have their share of merited attention 
and eft on is being especially directed toward 
gigantic f-nterprists in order to operate them on a 
sufficiently extensive plan as is warranted, not 
onl\ by their output of millions in the past, but 
their present condition of exploitation.
